Cnglish Taxi Rstes. 

There are one hundred tuxleaba la 
the city of Sheffield. England. The 
tariff rate Is one shilling (24.3 cents) 
for the first mile, and after that 3d 
(six cents) for each quarter of a mile. 
This rate is for one to fOur persons, 
and Includes such baggage as Is car 
rled Inside. For outside luggage a 
fixed charge of 3d. a piece Ih added to 
the cost of the Journey. The meter 
mechanism Is also affected by a clock, 
so that when a taxicab is allowed to 
atand with the flag down It reglaten 
at the rate of one mile (or one shilling 
cost) In every 16 minutes. A taxlcat 
may be contracted for by distance, at 
when one withes to make a trip of 40 
miles or more a special price Is made 

of lOd. (SO eenU) a aUle, aad a atop 
of aeveral bawa allBwad wttbout 
charfa.
